Washington, D. C., July 5.—[Special.J— 
“ There a no menace to Japan in the mobili- 
sation of practically the entire navy in Fa- 
cific waters.’’—Official view. 

“The government is preparing for eventu- 
alities in the Pacific and to play a stronger 
hand in its negotiations with Japan.“ —-Un- 
official view. 

The dispatch of the battleship fleet to the 
Pacific is an implied threat that Japan can- 
not look upon with equanimity and will prove 
a seriously d factor in American- 
Japanese relations.“ Diplomatie view. 

The foregoing sums up briefly the different 
opinions prevailing in Washington as to the 
conflicting statements made by Secretary of 
the Navy Metcalf at Oakland, Cal., and Sec. 
retary Loeb at Oyster Bay in regard to the 
concentration of a formidable naval force 
in Pacific waters. 

There is not the slightest doubt that before 
making the statement attributed to him 
Secretary Metcalf secured the authority of 
the president to proclaim officially the in- 
ten tions of the governriient. 
cdiplomata in Washington, however, it seems 
unfortunate from an international point of 
view that the secretary’s statement followed 
upon the heels of a denial from Oyster Bay 
that the fleet would go to the Pacific and 
simultaneously with the statement from 
Oyster Bay indicating that the fleet might go 
to the Mediterranean and not to the Pacific. 


Why Fleet Is to Go. 

Now that the utterances of officials have 
removed the seal of confidence, it is possible 
to reveal the inside history of the decision to 
mass practically the entire navy of the United 
States in Pacific waters under the command 
of Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans. Severa! 
weeks ago the general board of the navy re- 
ceived from the navy department dispatches 
relative to the attitude of Japan which, with 
information previously received, justified the 
consideration of the naval situation. Coupled 
with this information were more or Jess au- 
thentic reports to the effect that Japan pro- 
posed to adopt a policy the eventual end of 
which might be war. 

As a result of the consideration which fol- 
lowed the general board decided to recom- 
mend the dispatch of the battleships to the 
Pacific coast, not as a menace to Japan, bu‘ 
merely for the protection of American inter- 
ests should they be menaced. It was believed 
that Japan would not object to the departure 
of the fleet for the Pacific, and if she did, this 
would unmask her hand. 

The United States at this moment fs in a 
much more advantageous situation on the 
sea than it will be a year hence, when Japan 
will have ready some of the big armorciads 
she is building in her own yards. Reports 
received at the naval intelligence office state 
that feverish energy is being displayed In the 
construction of two huge battleships, the Aki 
and Satsuma, which will have a displacement 
of 19,500 tons each, and be superior to any- 
thing thet has been built, even by Great 
Britain. In addition, Japan is rushing to 
completion three first class armored cruis- 
ers identical with the Tsukuba, which repre- 
sented Japan at the Jamestown exposition. 


Two Big Fleets Compared. 
Japan’s strength today consists of eleven 
first class battleships; ten armored cruisers, 
nineteen protected cruisers, and fifty-four 
torpedo boat destroyers. The fleet the United 
States will dispatch to the Pacific will com- 
prise sixteen first class battleships, two ar- 
mored cruisers, and a flotilla of five torpedo 
boat destroyers. When the American ships 
reach the western ocean, the strength of the 
two nations in that part of the world may be 
thus compared:

For the defense of the Atlantic coast there 
will be left the splendid battleships Idaho, 
Mississippi, and New Hampshire, which are 
nearing completion, and the battleships In- 
diana. Iowa, Massachusetts, an@ Texas, 
which are in reserve. These vessels by no 
means would constitute a powerful fleet, but, 
reinforced by the torpedo boats, they would 
be able to give a good account of themselves 
in an action with any flying squadron of Jap- 
anese cruisers. 

Japan Is Not Advised. 

The presence of such a powerful fleet in the | 
Pacific can only mean that the United States 
does not propose to have its predominance 
disputed. At least, this is the diplomatic 
view. Viscount Aoki reiterated today that 
there is nothing in the movement to concern 
his government, and he does not consider the 
matter one to call forth an inquiry from him. 
At the state department it was said that 
Japan has not been advised of the naval 
program, and that there is no intention to 
make an official communication to her on the 
subject. In other words, the government will 
act as though its course was above suspicion 
and requires no explanation. 

Naturally, the presence of practically the 
entire American navy in the Pacific will ene- 
ble this government to deal with Japan in a 
much firmer manner than heretofore has 
been done. There always has been a fear 
that some outrage would be perpetrated by 
the Sen Francisco hoodlums which would 
cause Japan to present practically an ulti- 
matum. With a strong force ready to resist 
aggression, the Japanese would be more in- 
clined to a peaceful settlement. The immi- 
gration question must be arranged by treaty 
within the next few years. There is no ques- 
tion that these negotiations will proceed more 
gatisfactorily from an American point of 
view at least if this government is in a posi- 
tion where it need not fear to insist upon 
what it believes to be right.

GAVE HIS CHARMER $15,000 


Says She Took 810,000 More and 
| That He Lost $16,000 in 
Wall Street Before 

He Fled. i 


New York, July 5—([Special.]—Chester B. 
Runyan, fugitive paying teller of the Wind- 
sor Trust company, who put $86,317 in bills in 
a sult case and disappeared last Saturday, 
was arrested this afternoon in a flat at 619 
West One Hundred and Forty-fourth street. 

Runyan was betrayed by a Mrs. Laura Car- 
ter, whom he met on the street on the night 
of June 18 and with whom he had been living 
since he left the trust company’s office last 
Saturday. 

The suit case in which he carried off his loot 
was recovered with $54,410 in the tissue cov- 
ered original bundles. Ot the rest of the 
missing $86,317 Runyan says he lost $16,000 
in stock speculation before he disappeared, 
and had given Mrs. Carter $15,000. The 
other $120,000 the woman must have stolen, 
he thinks, ' 

Mrs. Carter says she cannot read, but that 
‘she knows a picture when she sees one. Run- 
yan hadn't been out of the One Hundred and 
Forty-fourth street Gat since he arrived 
there, but he had sent out for the newspapers 
every morning. Thursday in one of them 
Mrs. Carter found his photograph. 

“Isn't that you, George?” she demanded 

of Runyan. She knew him only as George, 
she claims. 
_ “That's George, all right enough,” she 
caye Runyan replied, but if you or the maid 
there (Mary Duncan, a colored woman) say 
anything I'll blow your heads off.”

MYSTERY IN MONEY THEFT; 
WOULD REDEEM BANK CLERK. 


Guarantee Company Wants to Get Trace 
of Collector Who Was Robbed of Big 
Sum—Money Returned, 


New York, July 5.—[Special.]—Inapectors 
of the United States ‘compan 
searching high and low for H. J. Wilson to 
redeem him in spite of himself, for Wilson 
ran away from his responsibilities-and let 
himself be classed as a bank robber when in 
fact he was the one robbed. 

Last Monday Wilson was collecting for the 
First National from uptown banks. He left 
the bank at noon to make his aftérnoon col- 
lection, but never returned. The bank offi- 
clals knew he ought to collect from $30,000 
to $35,000 in dash and checks, and naturally 
were nervous. f 

On Tuesday a bulky envelope addreesed to 
the cashier was received. In it were checks 
and drafts amounting to $34,718, but not a 
dollar in cash. Neither did any note of ex- 
planation accompany the checks. 

Last Tuesday afternoon a man called upon 
Mr. Tompkins, manager of the United States 
Guarantee company, and exhibited a letter 
from Wilson. He said it had come to him in 
the morning’s mall. The letter rehearsed 
that the messenger went to make his last 
collection. In the wallet with the checks and 
notes he had $1,716.75 in cash. 

Wilson said he discovered when he alight- 
ed from the car his wallet was stolen. He 
walked for hours trying to determine upon 
a plan of action. But he could see nothing 
but disgrace and prison stripes ahead of him. 

Wilson’s story was investigated and the 
bank found the books showed he ought to 
have just $1,716.75 in cash. The mystery of

‘CORONER TO SEEK FACTS. 


Inquest May Solve Mystery of 
Man .Who Perished in At- 
tempt to Rescue Girls. 


* 


The mystery surrounding the identity of the 
man who sacrificed his life in a vain endeavor 
to rescue the two little daughters of Charles 
Pontius, 611 North Park avenue, from the 
lake in Lincoln park on Thursday, June 20, is 
now believed to have been solved by the re- 
covery last Thursday of the body of John 
Deutinger, a press feeder, 380 years old, who 


lived at 268 North. St. Louis avenue. | 
Mrs. Deutinger, mother of the dead man, 
and other relatives insist that he lost his life 


| in trying to save the children, His brother 


| William will attend the inguest today. 
John Deutinger broke down with nervous 
| prostration two years ago and had not workes 


since. He was an expert swimmer, was re- 


| gaining his health, and telked about resum- 
ing his trade on the day he disappeared—the 
tame day the Pontius children were drowned. 

He took long walks on every fine day, and 

frequented Lincoln park. He had a favorite 
' resting place near where the girls were 
. drowned. Furthermore, he of a venture- 
tome spirit. Two years he rescued a 
child from drowning in Douglas park, accord- 
ing to his sister and mother. 

Answers Description Given by Boy. 

He had brown hair and a smooth face, hav- 
ing shaved off his mustache only a few 
days previous to his disappearance, and, 
therefore, fits ‘the description of the man 
supposed to have taken the plunge as far 
as Carl Curry, the 10 year old son of Frank 
Curry of 500 North Clark street, the only 
eye witness to the drowning so far located by 
the police, was able to give it. The policeare 
still seeking the man and woman who first: 
told Park Policeman John Langlois of the 
“smooth faced young man who plunged in 
after the girls.” 

Neighbors and friends conversant with the 
facts in the case first told Mrs. Deutinger, 
the mother, that they believed her son was 
drowned trying to save the children, and 
-she sent her son William to see Charies 
Burmeister, 308 Larrabee street, the under- 
taker at Whose establishment the inquest 
over the girls is being held Mr. Burmeister 
agreed that the body could easily float to 
Chestnut street, and sent the inquirer to the 
Hudson street police station to ascertain the 
residence of the Curry boy. There, it is said, 
a policeman told William Deutinger the boy 
had gone out of his head temporarily through 
witnessing the drowhing of the giris, and 


| them could not be relied on. 


Skiff Theory Is Disproved. 


William had been led to believe that his 
brother probably drowned from a skiff with 
another man, whose body was found in the 
lake a day after his was recovered. His 
mother accepted the explanation until she 
learned that the other man drowned from the 
skiff was John Krensien, a teamster of 341 
Robey street, who had been missing only one 
day when his body was recovered. She could 
not establish any acquaintanceship between 
Krenzien and her son. 

Deutinger’s body was taken from the water 
on Thursday, June 27, and the body of Kren- 
zien was recovered some hundred feet distant 
early the next morning. Both were taken to 
the undertaking establishment of P. J. Gavin 
& Bons, 224 North Clark street. The younger 
Mr. Gavin said: 

„i do not believe the two men had been 
together. Deutinger’s body showed that it 
had been in the water for a week, while 
Krentien's had not been in the water more 
than twenty-four hours.” 


Last Seen on Way to Park. 


“John went to that part of the park so 
often, and I am sure that if he saw a child 
in danger he would have attempted to rescue 
.“ said Mrs. Dentinger. He did so once 
before. On the morning of Thursday, June 
20, he went to visit his sister, Mrs. William 
Ehrman, 790 Claremont avenue, and re- 
mained there until noon. Then he departed, 
saying he was going to the park. That was 
the last time any of us saw him alive. The 
next day after his disappearance we notified 
the police. I suppose after John got into the 
water his nervousness came back and cramps 
resulted.“

Four Year Old Florence Siegel Seriously 
Burned When Playmate Throws

With clothes on fire from a lighted match 
thrown by a playmate, Florence Siegel, the 
4 year old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
Siegel, yesterday ran up and down the porch 
of her home, 5132 Indiana avenue.

Louis, the native whites of foreign 
parentage were most numerous. In Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore, on the other hand, in 
which a larger proportion of the sewing 
women were natives, the percentages formed 
by the young women were the lowest. 


Few Seamstresses Married. 


For some reason the proportion of the sew- 
ing Women who are married 10 remarkably 
small. Out of a total of 199.140 who were 
classed as seamsatresses by the last census 
it was figured out that only 15,967 were mar- 
ried at the time of the census, although 26 
188 were widows and 2,276 were divorced. 
On this basis it is found that the distribution 
of the sewing women in regard to their mar- 
riage corresponds closely to the total num- 
ber of female breadwinnners. 

During the ten years from 1890 to 1900 the 
number of sewing women enumerated by the 
oensus shows an equal increase. In point 
of fact, however, most of the decrease can 
be accounted for by the number of women 
who went into other occupations in which 
they did sewing, but were graded ag engaged 
in separate work. 


Increase in Age Ratio. 

It has been shown that in all classes of the 
population, except of the foreign born white 
women, the women employed as seamstresses 
in 1000 were older than those engaged in that 
occupation in 1890; in fact, in all classes ex- 
cept the foreign born white the number of 
seamstresses between 15 and 24 was actually 
emaller in 1900 than in 1890. Among the 
native whites of native parentage the de- 
crease Was common, but among all the other 
classes the general tendency was toward an 
increase in the period of work for the older 
ages. ‘ 

It has been shown that the sewing woman 
to a large extent is the sole breadwinner of 
the family in which she lives. On a tabula- 
tion made out for twenty-six selected cities 
in 1900 it was shown that 39,783 sewing 
women, or 70 per cent, were living in families 
which contained other breadwinners. Among 
the single women comparatively high per- 
centages were among those having two other 
breadwinners in the family, and especially 
among the native whites of foreign parentage. 

This class probably consists mostly of young 
women living in large families. The largest 
proportion of the widows and divorced sewing 
women were living in families in which there 
were no other breadwinners, and thus, pre- 
sumably, were supporting themselves and 
perhaps had other persons dependent upon 
them.

“THE THREE COMRADES” A 
STORY OF FEALTY BETWEEN 
NORTH SEA BOYS, 


One Is a Knave Who Betrays the 
Others, the Second Is a Weakling 
Who Betrayed Himself, and the 
Third Is a — Who Must 
Be Led.

USTAV FRENSSEN is a product of 
the North sea. He. sees the world. 
through its mists, and his men and 
women seem like specters emerging 
from it. It was so in hie Jörn Uhl.“ 

and it is apparent in his latest novel to be 
translated, THE THREE COMRADES ” 
(Dana Estes & Co., Boston). The thhee boys 
of Schleswig- Holstein are different from 
those three immortal companions Dumas 
made famous. Ths musketeers, it will be re- 
membered, knew how to stand by each other. 
But Frenssen's three comrades had not such 
qualities of fealty. One of them was a knave, 
and he betrayed the others; one was a proud 
weakling and betrayed himself; one was a 
dreamer, who had always to be led, or coaxed, 
or scolded into realizing his destiny. But 
through all mistakes and treacheries they 
were, after all, bound together. In critical 
moments they gave aid to each other. At 
the last they were united, and each forgave 
the other hie sins and follies. 


It is the women who have the sanity, the 
balance, the understanding, and the power 
of commanding their lives and those of the 
men theylove. Frenssen gives to them a sort 
of luminous instinct. While the men wander, 
bewildered, in the storm of life, suffering 
heavily, and seeing no way of escape from 
their untoward destiny, the women watch 
them pityingly, having, as it would seem, the 
all knowingness and the compassion of the 
great earth mother, and at the last they save 
the men. Then, having saved them—having 
homed them, so speak, cast the demons out 
of them, borne children to them, forced them 
to realize their own dreams—they become 
subordinate. They defer w the men, are 
obedient to them, and have their joy in this 
profound deference. It is as if they made 
gods to their liking and then worshiped 
them, fulfilling some demand of their nature 
by this act. 

The men hardly know when they love. 
They only know what they suffer, that life 
is terrible to them, that they are defeated, 
and that the solitude of the soul is their 
tragedy. Then they look up and see the 
watching women. They cry out in their pain 
as children ery in the night for their moth- 
ers, and it is with a fundamental maternal 
passion that the women comfort them—a 
maternal passion which, while ft is in part 
potential, has, at the same time, an imme- 
date outlet im the protecting love extended 
to the men who need their help.

Frenssen is the product of an old civiliza- 
tion. He must have sprung from Finn and 
Copt and Viking. His romances have about 
them an earthy smell, as if he exhumed them 
from old, sunken cities. And yet his crea- 
tures are modern, too. In other words, there 
is a catholicity about all he does. His stories 
are literal enough, but they have about them 
The patriotism, for 
| example, though keen and though related to 
Germany in general and Schleswig-Holstein 
in particular, does not, after all, seem to have 
a local significance. It is a characterization 
of the emotion of patriotism as it exists in 
the hearts of all men and women. It is the 
game with the religion, which personifies the 
aspiration, the longing, the suffering, and 
hoping of man. For example, in this manner, 
Frenssen celebrates his beloved country: 


eso 


“Those who have not seen your sea, O, 
land of my home, do not know you. They do 
not know your greatness. It is only the man 
who has wandered through your woods and 
over your heaths, and gazed on your seas, 
who is your lover and whom you take to your 
heart; he sees the glory of your eyes and 
the splendor of your body and your breath. 
But away there on the waves, with the fresh 
wind blowing round, there I can behold you 
fully, from your white feet to your dark hair, 
in your heavy robe of changing, flowing, 
rustling waves, with the white edge of surf. 
It was there you said, make a song about me! 
Who could sing a song worthy of you, O, beau- 
tiful, proud land, of you and of him who 
watches over you!” 

Now the effect of thie is, only secondly, to 
make one see the deep hued sea upon which 
the German loves to gaze. Its first effect 
is to bring a vision of one’s own home—one’s 
own beach—one’s own forest. If a Gergpan 
reads it, it is the sweetness of Germany that 
he thinks of, but the man of another country 
reading it thinks of the sweetness of hisown 
land, whatever it may be. : 


Frenssen has a deep sense of religion, and 
when he writes of religious matters he does 
it with the passion of a poet. He makes the 
old pastor say on Christmas eve to a sinner 
who has come to him: “My whole heart 
trembles with joy. I should have felt like a 
bird without- wings during my whole life if 
I had not this joy in divine things. To 
have your brother’s hand in your own and 
to look into the clear eyes of God—that is 
life. . . . When a man deserts God he 
must not accuse his understanding, which is 
clear enough, but his heart, which is impure. 
The prodigal son left his father’s house, not 
because its ways were past his comprehen- 
gion, but because it was too pure for his 
heart. What does the Lord say? ‘If any 


man will do the will of God.’ It is not a mat- 
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ter ot clear ei ee It 16 a matter 
of good will.“ 

The tale is full of poe observations. 
Frenssen desires to write wisely. He is not

More serious, however, than these biblio- 
graphical blunders were the errors which 
were undoubtedly due to editorial ignorance. 
Descriptions or impressions of current pub- 
lications, such as are avallable today through 
reviews, were, prior at least to the middle 
of the eighteenth century, nonexistent. The 
judgment arrived at concerning an unfa- 
miliar book depended in part on the name 
of the author and in part on that of the 
printer or the place of publication. The gen- 
eral policy seems to have been that it was 
safer to condemn a few books not assuredly 
either pernicious or heretical than to run the
